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Wilson's Bill Passes the House 
in Good Shape

West Virginia’s Representative Makes a 
Brilliant Argument, and Is Carried Off 
on the Shoulders of Admirers. 


Washington, February 1.—(Special.)—This 
has been a great day for democracy and 
for tariff reform. It has been a great day 
for Speaker Crisp, of Georgia. He deliver- 
edi the greatest speech of his life. It was 
the greatest speech of the tariff debate—a 
speech which brought into line many demo- 
crats who had announced against the tariff 
bill, an whifich almost solidified 
the party. After his speech and tWe closing 
eloquent peroration of Wiliam L. Wilson, 
by a vote of 204 to 140, or a majority of 
&, the Wilson tariff bil, containing the in- 
come tax, was adopted by the house of 
representatives. 

The final vote was concluded and an- 
nounced at 6 o'clock this afternoon, and 
was received with tumultuous applause on 
the part of the democrats and@ the specta- 
tors in the galleries. On the final passage

ef the bill, there were but seventeen demo- 
cratic bolters. Eight of these came from 
New York, one from New Jersey, one from 
Pennsylvania, one from Connecticut, one 
from Rhode Island, one from California and 
four from Louisiana. The New York men 
were Bartlett, Tim Campbe l, Covert, Amos 
Cummings, Haines, Hendrix, Schermerhorn 
and Sickles. New Jersey’s lone member 
was Cadmus. Pennsylvania contributed 
Sibley to the bolters. Connecticut gave 
Sperry, Rhode Island, C. H. Page; Cali- 
fornia dropped Mr. Geary, Louisiana gave 
Davey Meyer, Price and Robertson. 

The Louisiana men bolted on account of 
the sugar schedule. Mr. Geary, of Cali- 
fornia, bolted because the house would 
hot fix the duty on fruits as he wanted it, 
Sibley, of Pennsylvania, because he did not 
like the coal and iron schedule. Mr. Haines, 
of New York, the man who does not wear 
cuffs, bo'ted because he declared that the 
duty on collars and cuffs was too low. 
The other bolters kicked out of the traces 
because they were opposed to the income 
lax. 

But the man who made the strongest 
fight against the income tax, and one of 
the best speeches during the long debate, 
voted for the bill. That was Bourke Cock- 
ran, of New York. He voted against the 
income tax, as did all of the New York 
members, and many of the Pennsylvania 
and New England members, and one 
Massachusetts democrat, Mr. Stevens, who 
dodged. Every democrat in the house 
voted for the bill on its final passage. Of 
all the votes recorded against the bill, the 
most surprising to his col.eagues was that 
of Representative Amos Cummings, of New 
York, whose antipathy’ to an income tax 
is so Strong that he voted against the en- 
tire measure in order to vote against that. 

Waiting for the Event.

His collar was rather 
higher than usual, and his necktie was of 
black, with red figures. For the first time, 
perhaps, in his life, Mr. Reed appeared 
somewhat embBarrassed at the outset of 
his speech, and spoke for the first half 
hour with his hands clasped behind n& 
back. Zhe Maine man’s speech, however, 
was not up to his usual standard, though 
it was a good speech. Indeed, his colleagues 
declare it wis a great speech, but all ad- 
mit, and even he admitted, that it was 
not up to his usual standard. Reed is bet- 
ter in off-hand debate. A set speech em- 
barrasses him, Indeed, he is not himself 
in a set speech, and, therefore, was not 
thoroughly himself today. However, there 
were many bright utterances, and he was 
liberally and, indeed, generously app.auded. 
The last ten minutes of his speech was 
particularly pretty and eloquent, and when 
he concluded his republican colleagues and 
a goodly portion of the audience cheered 
wildly, while a page ran up the aisle with 
a mammouth bouquet of American beauty 
and La France roses. 
An Ovation to Crisp. 

A few minutes before Mr. Reed con- 
cluded, Speaker Crisp called Mr. Hatch, of 
the aisle to his old seat, just left of the 
the aisle to his old seat, just before the 
main doorway of the hall. When the ap- 
piause for Reed had concluded, he arose. 
Before he could say “Mr. Speaker,’’ the 
democratic side and the galleries cheered 
him lustily. The speaker was dressed as 
usual. He wore a biack Prince Albert 
suit, turn-down collar and a black necktie, 
He had prepared no set speech. He had 
waited for HReed’s speech, and his object 
was to take that up, riddle it, and then 
make a plain and practical argument for 
tariff reform, and in favor of the adoption 
of the Wi.son bill with the income tax 
amendment. Judge Crisp Was. never in 
better form. Never was his argument so 
strong and clear. He pounded Reed and 
Shattered his arguments as effectively as 
he did on January 29, 1891, when he made 
his memorable argument against Reed's 
ruling in counting a quorum. There was 
the most perfect attention on the part of 
every one on the floor and 
in the galleries, and his every 
argument was greeted with hand clapping 
and generous enthusiastic applause. He 
dealt in no similes of speech, no flights of 
oratory. He dealt with no issue other than 
the piain, practical question involved in the 
tariff bill. He made an effective point and 
one which was enthusiastically received 
when he critcised Reed for reverting to 
sectional issues in his speech. He said that 
Mr. Reed must have felt that his position 
was critical when so able a gentleman as 
he should abandon the arguments of rea- 
son and appeal to the arguments of preju- 
dice. The most effective argument of his 
speech, however, was when he took up Mr, 
Reed’s statement about the Chinese and 
showed that China, which had been a pro- 
tection country, a country with a commer- 
cial wall around it and a country attempt- 
ing to trade only with itself for a thousand 
years, produced a class of workingmen so 
low that the United States felt compelied 
to exclude them. 

His argument for the income tax and his 
demonstration why incomes of less 
than $4,000 were excluded from taxation was 
the clearest and most forcible yet heard. 
He closed by an appeal to democrats who 
had expressed dissatisfaction with the bill, 
calling upon them to vote for it and de- 
clared when the party had redeemed its 
pledge for tariff reform it would continue 
redeeming every other pledge it had made 
to the people. Judge Crisp made no at- 
tempt at an eloquent peroration, but 
wound up with a strong and earnest plea 
which caught the democrats,and caused 
several of them who had announced that 
they would vote against the bill to change 
their minds and vote for it. 

Flowers for the Speaker, Too. 

As he sat down there was great cheering 
and hand clapping and the democratic mem- 
eh almost unanimous in declaring it 
the strongest and most forcible argument 
heard on the tariff question. While the 
crowd was: cheering, a page rushed up the 
aisle with a tremendous bouquet fully 
three feet in height and two feet in diam- 
eter, of beautiful flowers of many varieties. 
When the speaker resumed the chair the 
several bouquets were piled around the 
desk by the page boys. 

Then Mr. Wilson, of West Virginia, took 
the floor to close the debate in the thirty 
minutes which had: been allotted him. He 
opened by declaring that Mr. Crisp had 
made as strong an argument as could be 
put forth. Then he proceeded with his 
speech and delivered one of such extreme 
brilliancy that many characterize it as a 
scintillating peroration to Mr. Crisp’s argu- 
ment. It. indeed, fairly scintillated with 
brilliancy of utterance and delicate but 
cutting sarcasm upon the republican argu- 
ments. He riddled the republicans, from 
Tom Reed down, and was particularly 
bright in his reference to Mr. Burrows and 
Mr. Dolliver. It. was a speech of such elo- 
quence as to stir the blood in every demo- 
crat in the house. It was a speech that 
made the blood fairly tingle with enthu- 
siasm and time after time the great audi- 
ence broke forth in tumultuous cheering. 
When Mr. Wilson concluded, the democrats 
fairly went wild. Little Mr. Breckinridge, 
of Arkansas, jumped from his seat and 
threw his arms around the neck of the 
West Virginian. Then Mr. Bryan, of Ne- 
braska; Harry Tucker, of Virginia, and 
several other younger members of the 
house, rushed forth and fairly raised Mr. 
Wilson upon their shoulders and -bore him 
in triumph to the lobby. 

Then the hall was cleared for the voting 
to commence. All the amendments which 
had been voted upon and adopted in the 
committee of the whole were voted upon 
and adopted by the house. But one change 
was made and that was simply a correction 
in one of the schedules which did not read 


properly. 
The Income Tax All Right. 

{he main vote before the final vote was 
on the adoption of the income tax. On 
that vote the republicans, with the excep- 
tion of nine, refrained from voting. It was 
adopted by a vote of 182 to 50. Of this 50, 
41 were democrats. They came, however, 
almost exclusively from the northern and 
eastern states. Maryland contributed sev- 
eral votes to the voters in this, and Louis- 
jana contributed 3 votes—Mesgrs. Davey,

Mr. Brawley, of South Carolina, who has

will resign in a few days. The New Jersey, 
NewYork and New England men voted solid- 
ly against the income tax. They were led by 


frcm the democratic side. The men who | 


voted against the income tax and then 
voted for the bill including the income tax 
on its final passage, were each enthusiasti- 
caliy applavded when he cast his yote. 
The greatest applause, however, was given 
to Bourke Cockran and Dr. Everett, of 
Massachusetts. Mr. Sibley, who voted 
against the bill, voted for the income tax. 
All the populists voted with the democrats 
for the income tax and all of them with 
the exception of Mr. Newlands, voted for 
the bill on its final passage. Every Geor- 
gia member was present and every one of 
them voted for the income tax and voted 
for the bill on its final passage. 

Speaker Crisp himself voted both times 
when the roll was called and each time 
when he cast his vote the democrats cheer- 
ed and hurrahed. Indeed, Speaker Crisp 
performed a wonderful day’s work. His 
tariff speech was undoubtedly the most ef- 
fective tariff argument that has been made 
on the floor of the house’ in 
many years, perhaps at any time. 
The New Jersey delegates had announced 
that they would vote against the Dill. 


EX-SPEAKER REED. 


They had met and decided to do so, but 
after listening to Speaker Crisp they got 
together again on the floor and agreed to 
vote for the bill. Mr. Cadmus was the 
only New Jersey man who would not go 
with his colleagues. He, alone, stood out. 
The others, by virtue of Speaker Crisp’s 
argument, voted for the bill as did a few 
democrats from other states. 
A Magnificent Tribute. 

After the house adjourned today mem- 
bers crowded into the speaker’s room to 
further congratulate Judge Crisp on his 
great speech. But perhaps the most touch- 
ing and generous tribute paid him on his 
speech was when he entered the dining 
room of the Metropolitan hotel tonight. He 
little late and as he entered the 
great room was crowded. Mrs. Crisp and 
his son Charles were with him. As they 
entered the door the 200 or more people

assembled, with one accord, arose, waved’ 


their napkins and clapped their hands un- 
til he reached his seat. This indeed has 
been a great day for this distinguished 
Georgian.

THE DAY IN DETAIL. 


Interesting Scenes, an Exciting Debate 
and an Interesting Vote. 
Washington, February 1—At the hour for 
opening the session of the house today the 
galleries were crowded; the aisles were 
used for seats, the doors presented the ap- 
pearance of living pyramids and back of 
them was a solid mass of humanity, hoping 
against hope that they might sometime 
get within seeing and hearing distance of 
the closing of the great tariff debate. The 
elevators ran to the gallery floor heavily 
laden with human freight, but no one was 
able to get exit from them through the 
living wall of struggling, pushing men and 
women that were packed solidly to the 
elevator fence. Even the members of the 
press were in many cases unable to gain 
access to the gallery lobby reserved *for 
them, and as there was no possibility of 
getting up by way ofthe elevators, the 
only way by which they could make any 
headway at all was by going up the stair- 
way and fighting their way through the 

crowd by brute force. 
Scenes on the Floor. 

The scene on the floor of the house was 
just as exciting as in the galleries, and 
there was an air of eager expectancy in 
the faces of the members as they moved 
about the floor and gathered in knots to dis- 
cuss the all-important question of the day. 
The speaker’s table was ornamented with 
a magnificent bunch of long-stemmed 
Marechal Neil roses. 

Immediately after the reading of yester- 
day’s journal, Mr. Lockwood, democrat, of 
New York, made the point of no quorum, 
and the roll was called, disclosing the pres- 
ence of 221 members. During the progress 
of the call, the house was several times 
disturbed by noise in the gallery, until 
finally the speaker had to order the roll 
call suspended, while he admonished the 
galleries to preserve order and directed the 
doorkeepers to clear the spaces about the 
doors. In pursuance of this order, a po- 
policeman entered the public gallery di- 
rectly opposite the speaker and behind the 
big clock, and then for some time was una- 
ble to get the crowd out or to get out 
himself. Finally, after a noisy struggle, 
he managed to escape himself, leaving the 
crowd in possession. 

The house then went into a committee of 
the whole and took up the question pend- 
ing when the house adjourned yesterday— 
Wilson’s motion to close debate on the 
barley amendment—and the house divided. 

Messrs. Wilson and Warner, democrats, 
of New York, took their places as tellers 
and the motion was agreed to—179 in the 
affirmative and none in the negative, 

The question then recurred on the amend- 
ments to the barley schedule, offered late 
yesterday afternoon. These were an amend- 
ment by Wilson raising the duty on bar- 
ley from 20 per cent to 25 per cent and on 
barley malt from 2% per cent to 30 per- 
cent, and several others amending Mr. Wil- 
son’s amendments. More were added, 
which were defeated as fast as votes upon 


them could be taken. 

The house was dividing upon one of them 
when the hour of 12 o’clock arrived and in 
accordance with the special order the com- 
mittee rose and the chairman, Mr. Richard- 
son, of Tennessee, reported to the speaker 
that the house had had under consideration 
house bill 4864 to reduce taxation and had

sent, the floor was opened by these visitors 


and they took their places in the lobby be- 
hind the rail, so that from the rear seats 
in the hall back to the sides of the cham- 
ber in the gallery there was packed a mass 
of humanity utterly unable to move and 
almost unable to breathe. Comfortable 
respiration was an impossibility. 
Mr. Reed’s Argument. 

The speaker recognized Mr. Reed. This 
Was a signal for a spontaneous outburst 
of applause, which the speaker made an 
effort to check. Cheers and applause rang 
out over the galleries, which continued for 
Some time. Few speakers in the house 
have ever had a grander audience hanging 
upon their words. There was not a vacant 
Space to be seen in the house and here 
and there throughout the hall were seen 
bits of color, indicating th presence of la- 
dies. Several members of the senate came 
over to witness the scenes in the lower 
house, while among the distinguished visi- 
tors in the galleries was Cardinal Gibbons, 
easily recognized by his flaming red skull- 
cap and neckcloth, and on the floor was 
Bishop Newman. 

Mr. Reed stood for a while quietly and 
self-possessed beside his desk, the cynosure 
of all eyes, and when the enthusiasm had 
subsided, he began slowly and impressively 
the delivery of a long and carefully pre- 
pared argument against the pending ~bill. 
He said that in this debate, which has al- 
ready extended over many weeks, one re- 
markable result has already been reached— 
a result of the deepest importance to this 
country. That result is that the bill be- 
fore us is odious to both sides of the house. 
It meets with favor nowhere, and com- 
mands the respect of neither party. On tnis 
side we believe that while it intends to be 
fo? protection, it does not afford it, and on 
the other side, they believe that while it 
looks toward free trade, it does not accom- 
plish it. Those who will vote against this 
bill will do so because it opens our markets 
to the destructive competition of foreign- 
ers, and those who vote for it do it with 
the reservation that they will instantly de- 
yote themselves to a new crusade against 
barriers are left. Whatever 
Speeches have been made in defense of the 
bill, on the other side—whether by gentle- 
men who are responsible only to their own 
constituencies or by the gentleman from 
West Virginia, who ought to have veen 


stefdied by his sense of responsibility to 


the whole country—have one and all, with 
but rare exceptions, placed their authors 
uncompromisingly, except for temporary 
purposes, on the side of unrestricted free 
trade. It is evident that there is no ground 
for that hope entertained by so many moa- 
erate men, that this bill, bad ag it is, could 
be a resting place where our manufactur- 
ing and productive industries such as may 
Survive, can re-establish themselves and 
have a sure foundation for the future, free 
from party bickering and party strife. 
Hence, also, there can be no foundation for 
that cry so assiduously raised, that this 
bill should be passed at once, because un- 
certainty is worse than any bill can possibly 
be. Were this bill to pass both branches 
today uncertainty would reign just the 
Same. The result was inevitable. Although 
this bill professed to open to the manufac- 
turers a4 new era of prosperity, and pro- 
fessed to be made in the interest of some 
of them, the moment it came to be defend- 
ed on this floor, the great bulk of it could 
uot be defended on any other ground than 
the principles of free trade. Hence, in this 
discussion, the precise terms of this pro- 


posed &ct count for nothing, and we “are | 


left to the discussion of the principles which 
underlie the whole question. That ques- 
tion may not be decided here and now 
upon these principles, but the ultimate de- 
cision by the people can have no other 
toundation. 

At the close of Mr. Reed’s speech a deaf- 
ening wave of applause rolled through the 
house, and a magnificent basket of roses, 
a tribute from the republican members of 
the house, was borne up the aisle on the 
shoulder of a page. “‘ 

When the cheering had subsided the pre- 
siding officer (Mr. Hatch, of Missouri,) re- 
cognized the speaker, Mr. Crisp. 

Speaker Crisp’s Reply. 


The appearance of Mr. Cfisp, standing at 
the desk of Representative Clark, of Mis- 
souri, in the first aisle of the democratic 
side, a position corresponding to Mr. Reed's 
on his side, was the signal for an outburst 
of enthusiastic cheering. Mr. Crisp said: 

“Mr. Speaker—Embarrassed by the vast 
audience that is here assembled, embar- 
rassed by the idea that I may not be able 
to meet the expectations of my friends, I 
yet shall undertake, within the period al- 
lowed by the rules of the house, to reply to 
and to make plain to this house the errors 
contained in the argument to which they 
have just listened. 1 assume that the cause 
of protection has no more able advocate 
than the gentleman from Maine. I assume 
that the argument for protection can be put 
in no more forceful form than that to which 
you have listened today. And I shall ask 
you calmly and dispassionately to examine 
with me that argument, to see upon what 
it is based, and then I shall ask the un- 
prejudiced judgment of this house as to 
whether the cause attempted to be sus- 
tained by the gentleman from Maine can 
be established consistently with right and 
justice to the people of the United States. 

“The gentleman from Maine with a facil- 
ity that is unequaled, when he encounters 
an argument which he is unable to an- 
swer passes it by with some bright and 


‘ witty saying, and thereby invites and re- 


ceives the applause of those who believe as 
he does. But the gentleman does not at- 
tempt—the gentleman has not today at- 
tempted—to reply to the real arguments 
that are made in favor of freer trade and 
more liberty to commerce. The gentleman 
points to the progress of the United States: 
he points to the rate of wages in the United 
States; he points to the aggregated wealth 
of the United States, and then he Says: ‘Ali 
this we owe to protection.’ But, he gives 
you no reason why we oW it to protec- 
tion. He says because we nave protection 
in the United States; because wuges are 
high in the United States, therefore, pro- 
tection makes high wages. 

Mr. Crisp said that this form of argument 
had been met and overthrown years ago 
by the gentleman from New York, 8S. §S. 
Cox, from whose weil known speech on 
this topic Mr. Crisp quoted. 

The gentleman from Maine, not in his ar- 
sument, but in that more carefully prepared 


Statement which he has given to the coun- : 
try as the views of the minority of the com- | 


mittee on ways and means, among other 
things, insists that whatever imposition is 
put upon the foreign gccds that are brought 
into this country is paid by the foreigner. 
The democrats constituting the minority of 
the committee at another period of discus- 
Sion in that-report say that the consumer 
here pays the tax. The gentleman from 
Maine and his associates take the liberty, 
when dealing with the people of the United 
States on a great question which affects 
the income, happiness and commerce of 
all our people, to make statements incon- 
Sistent with each other and inconsistent 
with every well established idea of present 
economy, and yet that distinguished gen- 
tleman presumes to iectufe this side of the 
house, forsooth because we do not meas- 
ure up to his standing in shaping legislation 
for taxation. 

Reading from the minority report to sup- 
port this statement, Mr. Crisp proceeded: 


This report says that the protective tariff 
on plate glass and on cotton ties reduces 
the price to the consumer, but the pro- 
tective tariff on steel rails and on spool 
cotton increases the price to the consumer. 
(Laughter on the democratic side.) They 
say that putting lumber on the free list 
will not reduce its price, but when the 


republicans put sugar on the free list it 


greatly reduced its price. (Applause on the 
democratic side.) 

“They say that a pretective tariff on leaf 
tobacco has given the farmer a better price 
for his tobacco and yet has not increased 
the price of cigars. But the most wonderful 
effect of this tariff—the most inexplicable 
case that nas ever come under my observa- 
tion is the effect upon wool according to 
the minority report. They say that put- 
ting raw wool on the free list and reduc- 
ing the rate on woolen goods will reduce 
the price that the farmers get—will re- 
duce the wages that the spinner and weaver 
get, and yet will accomplish cnuly an im- 
aginary and infinite difference in the price 
of clothing. Now if the manufacturer gets 
his wool cheaper, and if he gets his labor 
cheaper, let me ask you, my friends, why 
is it that he ought not to sell his products 
cheaper? (Applause.) 

“All sunshine and prosperity,”’ the speaker 
said, ‘“‘were claimed as results of the pro- 
tective tariff, but when there were strikes 
in protected inaustries, when gaunt famine 
stalks abroad in the land, then you charge 
these upon the shadow of reduced duties by 
the Wilson bill. 

“You cannot thus escape,’’ declared Mr, 
Crisp, “from the responsibility for condi- 
tions which are clearly the result of your 
own policy.’’ 

Proceeding to a discussion of the home 
market issue, Mr. Crisp said it was e fail- 
ure, as demonstrated by the experience of 
the country. A century of protection had 
not developed a home market for more than 
one-third of the cotton produced in this 
country. The tariff and the market do not 
add a cent’s value to the production of the 
agriculturists. This assertion, the speaker 
illustrated by the experience of a wh: 
grower of Minnesota, or the cotton grower 
of Georgia, who, when he sold his product 
in Liverpool and bought goods with the 
proceeds there, must pay half as much 
again as the cost of the articles abroad to 
the United, States as a tariff tax. Neither 
the farmer nor the customs officer will be 
able to realize the truth of the statement 
of the gentleman from Maine that “the 
foreigner pays the tax.’’ These laws, the 
speaker said, were for the venetit and the 
benefit only of the farmer. Applause.) 

“The gentleman from Maine had de- 
clared that the corn laws, although passed 
nominally in behalf of the Knglisn farmer, 
were really for the benefit of the aristocracy 
who were the land owners. 

‘‘Let me tell him also that the tariff laws 
—nominally in the interest of the working- 
men—are really for the benefit of the manu- 
facturers.”’ 

Referring to the Aldrich report, quoted 
by Mr. Reed, Mr. Crisp said the gentleman 
from Maine had not told all that that re- 
port showed. In fifteen non-protectet in- 
dustries the wages of workmen'’had been 
increased, while the wages im iifteen pro- 
tected industries had been decreased. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Discussing home markets, Mr. Crisp said 
the effect of the tariff laws upon the people 
of the country was,to compel the producer 
ef the United States to sell in the cheapest 
market and buy in the dearest. They con- 
Sstantly reduced the purchasing power of 
the bushel of wheat sold by the United 
States farmer, because in purchasing with 
the proceeds of that bushel, his liberty to 
buy where he pleased was restricted, and 
he was compelied to pay tribute to the 
American manufacturer. Until the consent 
of the people of the United States to be 
taxed for the building up of privileged 
classes of industries had been gained, the 
gentleman would never pbeableto retain in 
peace and quiet the priciples of the pro- 
teictive party. 

“The people, until lately, have not been 
able to discuss clearly economic questions, 
but since we have been able to go before 
them on this matter, they have responded 
to our views of the question. Heretofore, 
they responded to the appeal, ‘Oh, vote as 
you shot!’ and they antagonized the inter- 
ests of the south. That argument had been 
again raised by the gentleman from Maine 
in his speech today, thirty years after the 
close of the war. He had been unusually 
free, at least, in his public utterances, from 
appeals of that kind, and it is a confes- 
sion that his argument is weak, indeed, 
when he must abandon the field of reason 
for that of prejudice.” (Applause.) 

The speaker pointed out the various 
changes of argument advanced by 
protective advocates in support of the 
tariff system, the last one of which is that 
it is necessary to the welfare of labor. 
The ‘democratic theory is that free compe- 
tition in production will more steadily em- 
ploy wokmen than when it is restricted. 
We say that $1.50 a day for three hundred 
days in the year is infinitely preferable to 
$2 a day for two hundred days in an indus- 
try controlled by monopoly. 

“For thirty years,’’ said Mr. Crisp, “the 
democratic party had been endeavoring to 
regain power. They held out to the people 
the promise and hope of reduced taxation 
and after full and free argument the peo- 
ple entrusted them with power to effect 
their promises. The bill brought in here 
may not be an ideal bill; every gentleman 
on this side may find objection to some 
detail of it. But with a unanimity re- 
markt&ble under existing conditions we, on 
this side, have decided that this bill is a 
step in the right direction, and that we will 
support it.’ (Applause. 

In concluding the speaxe said gentlemen 
on the other side had demanded that the 
democratic party,should show where it 
proposed to get the revenue to meet the de- 
ficiency estimated tc result from the pas- 
sage of the bill. 

“That was right ard proper,” admitted 
Mr. Crisp. ‘‘To meet this deficiency of $75,- 
uww,000 we will raise $10,000,00 by an increas- 
ed tax on whisky; 3,000,000 from playing 
ecards and cigarettes and 330,000,000 from a 
tax on incomes and earnings of corpora- 
tions. (Applause.) And what remains we 
propose to meet by the geod old democratic 
method of an economical expenditure of 
our revenues.”’ 

Wilsenm Closes the Debate. 

Mr. Wilson, democrat, of West Virginia, 
who closed the debate, said the old argu- 
ments had been advanced this afternoon 
which have always been advanced against 
every movemient of progress and reform; 
and they have not been stronger or more 
forceful, more attractive or effective, than 
in the past. He referred to the argument 
on this question of the gentleman from 
Michigan, which he hag brought into every 
congress like a bouquet of wax flowers 
under a giass case. To the statement by 
Dwlliver that he had narrowly escaped be- 
ing a pupil of the gentleman from West 
Virginia, he said: “It was a narrow miss, 
indeed, Mr. Speaker, but judging from the 
character of the argument he made on the 
floor, it was as good asa mile.” (Laughter.) 

The argument of the gentleman from 
Maine, which has been heard at every cross- 
roads in the country, was that the progress 
and prosperity of the country were due to 
protection, due to the passage of a law of 
congress, rather than upon the munificent 
gifts of the Almighty God. - (Applause.) 
The truth is that the prosperity and pro- 
gress of the country have been because no 
law of s could prevent them. (Ap- 
plause.) All the McKinley laws in the 
world cannot impede the progress of the 
world. But they can and do take from one 
man a part of one man’s labor and give it 
unjustly to anothe?.

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SOLDIERS GO HOME 


Lieutenant Fyffe and His Comrades Are 
All Tarned Loose, 


THE PROSECUTION WAS ABANDONED 


This Is the Last of the Drummond 
Lynching Case. 


IT GREW OUT OF THE MINERS’ WAR 


One of the Military Was Murdered, and @ 
Miner Was Hanged, Presumably 
in Retaliation. 


Knoxville, Tenn., February 1.—(Special.)< 
Lieutenant Fyffe and fifteen soldiers, for- 
merly engaged in guarding the convicts at 
Coal Creek, who have been under indict- 
ment in Anderson county since last August 
for the lynching of Richard Drummond, a 
free miner, were turned loose today without 
even the formality of a trial. This is proba- 
bly the last scene in the great convict 
trouble which has been disturbing Tennessee 
for the last two years. 

The alleged crime was committed last 
Summer. A soldier named Laugherty was 
murdered in a house of ill fame. Drummond 
was suspected by the dead man's comrades 
and, on the night that the escort of honor 
returned to Coal Creek from Laugherty’s 
burial in Knoxville, he was taken from the 
house of Mr. Landrum, where he boarded, 
a rope was placed around his neck, he was 
led away a few hundred yards, thrown 
from a trestle and hanged. Landrum and — 
his wife swore the mob was composed of 
soldiers, and Fyffe and fifteen of his men 
were arrested and brought to the Knoxville 
jail. Here the state officers, Adjutant eGn- 
eral Fite and others interested themselves 
in habeas corpus proceedings and the sol- 
diers were all released on bail. 

Three of the defendants did not appear for 
trial, but no forfeiture was taken. One of 
them is in Italy and one is in the far west. 
Thity-one witnesses were in attendance. 

Today the state’s attorney decided that 
no case could be made against the seldiers 
and they were released. The brot}er of the 
deceased miner, W. E. Drummond, is bit- 
ter in his denunciations of Attorney Gen- 
eral Rogers, declaring that the proceeding 
was monstrous injustice. 

The circuit court of Anderson county had 
before it nineteen men charged with murder,

Minister Thompson Sends an Offi- 
cial Statemoat of tae Sit uation, 


NICTHEROY HAS BEEN SURRENDERED 


It Was One ot the Principal Points Held 
by the Insurgents—Henham Is 
Trusted by the Department. 


Washington, February 1—The following 
cablegram dated yesterday has been recely- 
ed from Minister Thompson by Secretary 
Uresham: 

“Rio Janeiro, January 3L— Had an inter- 
wiew with Benham. He has reported the 
action fully to the navy department. The 
United States squadron got unde way, 
cleared for action and having notifled the 
vity and insurgents of his intention to pro- 
tect by force, if necessary, and place along- 
side of docks any American vessels wishing 
to go there. The Detroit took position best 
afforded to protect, with orders that if the 
Vessels were fired upon to return the lire. 
A boat from one of the American vessels 
running line preparatory to hauling in was 
fired upon from insurgents, but was not 
etruck. The Detriot returned the fire with 
a six-pounder, which struck under the bows 
of the insurgent cruisers. 

‘The insurgents then fired broadside guns 
to the leeward and later, the Detroit re- 
turned the fire with muskets, striking the 
insurgents’ sternpost. 

“Passing by the Detroit, the commander 
hailed the insurgent vessel, telling him 
that if he fired again the Detroit would re- 
turn the fire, and, if necessary, sink him. 
One of the American vessels having now 
been carried into a new position near the 
dock and a tug having offered services 
gratuitously to discharge cargoes of all, 
the insurgent leader was notified that the 
vessels would be discharged from the po- 
sitions they were then in, but that the de- 
termination of the commander-in-chief of 
the United States squadron remained un- 
changed to give American vessels full pro- 
tection and place them in their berths at the 
docks, if they so desired. Later the De- 
troit was withdrawn and the squadron an- 
chored. 

“Benham has not interfered in the least 
with military or naval operations of either 
side, nor is it his intention to do so. He 
has notified the insurgents that it is his 
duty to protect Americans and the com- 
merce of the United States and this he 
intends to do, and says American vessels 
must not be interfered with in their move- 
ments, but they must take the consequences 
when getting in the line of fire. where le- 
gitimate hostilities are actually in pro- 
gress.’’ x 

“Until belligerent rights are accorded the 
insurgents have no right to exercise author- 
ity over American vessels or property. The 
right of the insurgents to search neutral 
vessels or to seize any portion of their car- 
goes is denied, even though they be within 
the class which may be defined as contra- 
band of war, during hostilities between two 
independent governments. Forcible seizure 
of such articles in the present status of in- 
surgents would constitute an act of piracy. 

“Since the effective action of Monday ev- 
erything is quiet. The attempted blockade 
of commerce and trade is broken and the 
events move smoothly. All foreign command- 


“ers concur as far as I am advised.’’ 


Admiral Benham’s report is dated Rlo, 


and was received January 29th, ‘and'is as 


follows: 

“Two American merchant vessels, Satur- 
Gay, were prevented from gaing alongside 
the wharf. Today at 6 o'clock a. m., I sent 
the Detroit to take a position that would 
protect vessels going alongside the wharf 
and if fired on to return the fire. My vessels 
were put under way and cleared for action. 
After the Detroit took a position, a boat 
frcm one vessel, running a line preparatory 
to hauling in, was fired on with muskets 
from an insurgent ship. The Detroit return- 
ed the fire with a six-pounder, the shot 
striking under her bow. The insurgent fired 
a broadside gun, Later the insurgents fired 
mR broadside gun over the American merchant 
vessels. The Detroit returned the fire with 
a musket, striking the insurgent on the posc. 
Passing by the insurgent he was halted, 
saying, ‘if you fire again, I will return your 
fire and if necessary, will sink you.’ 

“The Detroit anchored to command both 
vessels, one merchant vessel having been 
carried to a new position near the wharf 
and a tug having offered services gratui- 
tously to discharge the’ cargo. 

“The insugent leader was notified that 
these vessels would discharge from the pre3- 
ent positions, but that my determination was 
not changed to give American merchant 
vessels protection to the wharf, if they de- 
sire to go.”’ 

The discrepancy between Minister Thomp- 
scn’s stat>ment that the Detroit fired a six- 
pound gun and Admiral Benham’'s that a 
cne-pounder was used, is due to a telegraph- 
ic error or to Minister Thompson’s unfa- 
miliarity with naval ordnance. 

Secretary Herbert to the Admiral. 

Secretary Herbert today sent the follow- 
ing telegram to Admirai Benham: 

“Further information received from Unitea 
States minister. We are satisfied entirely 
with the prudence and judgment with which 
you have carried out instructions and pro- 
tected American commerce. Rely upon you 
for continued exercise of wise discretion.” 

Secretary Herbert’s telegram seems to 
indicate that the admiral, in making a 
show of force and in firing on the insur- 
gents, had acted under specific instructions. 
It is explained at the navy department that 
Admiral Benham was acting only under 
general instructions to protect American 


interests and to avoid interference or par- + 


tisanship, and that he did not go beyond 
the letter or the spirit of these directions 
in his decisive action of Monday. The admi- 
ral had, however, previously informed the 
department of his intention to put a stop 
to Da Gama’s illegal interference with 
American commerce. 
Nictheroy Has Fallen. 

Buenos Ayres, February 1.—It is reported. 
here that the town of Nictheroy, which 
has long been the object of main attack 
upon the part of the rebels at Rio de Ja- 
neiro has yielded to the insurgents who 
have occupied it with their forces. 


THE DEBT STATEMENT. 


Increase During January of Nearly

Washington, Fepruary 1.—lhe debt 
statement, issued this afternoon, 
shows a net increase in the public debt, less 
cash in the treasury during January, of

debt increased $1,535,828.80, and the cash in 
the treasury decreased $6,293,455.33.

Enter a Bank, bat Cannot 
Get Into the Safe.

PICKED UP IN AUGUSTA’S STREETS 


Chief Hood, Fearing That the Negro May 
Be Lynched, Sends for the Sheriff 
to Come tor Him. 


Augusta, Ga., February 1—(Special.)— 
Josh Hankinton, a negro who was the ring 
leader in the riot of negroes against the 
whites at Rouse bridge near Jackson Sta- 
tion, in Aiken county, over fhe river, in 
Which Mr. Paul Green was murdered two 
weeks ago, was captured in Augusta to- 
night. He was spied on the street by Dr, 
ike Green and Mr. Rhett Green, of Jackson 
Station, who have been here on the look- 
out for the rioters. There is $100 reward 
offered for Hankinton and Policeman Hill, 
who made the arrest, will get the prize, 
Hankinson acknowledged having taken part 
in the riot and he gave away all the ne- 
groes who had a hand in it. He told where 
they could be caught. Hankinson, fearing 
he would be lynched if he was found after 
Mr. Green was killed, ran away from home 
the night the riot occurred and he has 
been here hiding out ever since. He is 
a chunky negro with a mean countenance 
and is said to be a desperate fellow. Chief 
Hood holds the negro and will not let him 
be taken to Rouse bridge, for he feels 
that if Hankinson was carried back 
there, he would be lynched upon his arrival. 
To protect the negro from harm the chief 
has telegraphed to Sheriff Alderman, of 
Aiken: county, to come after the prisoner 
and take him to Aiken jail, where he can 
safely be held.

STOLE THE SILVER. 


A Messenger in the Treasury Depart- 
ment Arrested for Theft. 


Washington, February 1.—The peculations 
of James Anderson, of Indiana, a well-con- 
nected lad eighteen years old, employed as 
a messenger in the treasury vaults, who was 
arrested last night for stealing silver from 
the vaults, proves more serious than was 
supposed. The amount is $794, as far as has 
been ascertained, and the inquiry is still 
in progress. When the theft was first dis- 
covered it was supposed to amount only to 
a few dollars, and at the request of treasury 
Officials, publication of the fact was sup- 
pressed. The method of his theft was some- 
what similar, though on a much smaller 
scale, to that pursued by Cochran with the 
gold in the Philadelphia mint. Anderson had 
access to the silver vaults for the purpose 
of showing visitors through. He pried open 
the woodwork of some of the silver chests 
near the lattice work, slit the bags contain- 
ing the silver dollars and helped himseif 
to a few dollars at a time as he wanted 
them. Whether his peculations will amount 
to more than the $700 or $800 thus far found 
out can only be ascertained by a recount of 
the silver. 

There are $7,000,000 or $8,000,000 in the 
vaults. Each $1,000,000 of silver weighs, in 
round figures, thirty tons; so that’ the 
amount of money to be handled 
is about 0 tons. This will necessi- 
tate a force of ten or twelve men to work 
for two weeks or more counting and weigh- 
ing the silver. 

The cost of this additional thou- 
sand dollars of more—will be the only loss 
the United States will sustain, as the law

Voting on Amendments. 

The speaker announced that the vote 
would be first taken on Mr. Tawney 8 
amendment, raising the duty on barley from 
20 cents to 22 cents per bushel, and on mait 
from 30 cents to 32 cents per bushel. 

The yeas and nays were ordered on Mr. 
Tawney’s amendment, and it was defeated; 
yeas 120; nays D7. 

Mr. Wilson’s amendment, raising the duty 
on barley from 20 per cent to 2 er cent 
ad valorem, and on barley malt from 3 
per cent to 35 per cent, was the voted on, 
and agreed to—yeas 204; nays 114. 

Separate votes were demanded on the fol- 
lowing amendments adopted in commit- 
tee of the whole: 

By Johnson, democrat, of Ohio, on the 
amendment providing. that the wool para- 
graph should take effect August 2, 1894. 

Mr. Charles W. Stone, republican, of Penn- 
sylvania, on the amendment striking out 
the reciprocity clause of the petroleum 
sehedule, and by several New York demo- 
crats on the income tax amendment. 

The other amendments, including the two 
important amendments to the sugar sched- 
ule, the repealing of the bounty on sugar 
and putting refined sugar on the free list, 
were agreed to on a viva voce vote. 

There was a difference of opinion as to 
which amendment the wool schedule should 
be voted on. Mr. Johnson’s provided that 
the wool schedule should take effect imme- 
diately after the Bill is passed. This was 
agreed to in committee of the whole, but 
subsequently, the committee at Mr. Wil- 
son’s instance, adopted another amendment 
striking out all after the first three words 
of the Johnson amendment and_ inserted 
August 2, 1894, for raw wool, and December 
z, 1894 for woolen manufactures. 

The Johnson amendment was agreed to. 
The vote was then taken on Mr. Wilson's 
first amendment and it also was carried on 
a standing vote of 205 ayes to 47 nays. 

The second amendment was also carried 
on a rising vote—yeas 196, nays 42. The 
effect is to fix the date of the wool sched- 
ule for August 2d, and of the woolen 
schedule on December 2d. 

The amendment striking off the provision 
regarding reciprocity on petroleum was 
aiso agreed to on a standing vote yeas 170, 
nays 44. 

On thé internal revenue amendment, Cock- 
ran asked ff the propositions ‘could be 
divided and a separate vote taken on the 
income tax feature, but the speaker held 
that it cou% not. Cockran then called for 
the yeas and nays on the entire amend- 
ment, and it was carried amid applause— 
yeas 182, nays 50.

The amendments in committee, having all 
been agreed to in the house, the- question 
was upon the engrossing and third reading 
of the bill, and it was agreed to. 

Mr. Covert, democrat,. of New York, 
offered a réSoliition of recommittal, and on 
this denianded the previous question. 

This was ordered without division, but 
Mr. Covert demanded the yeas and nays, 
but this demand was voted down—ayes 36, 
Baye, 227—-not one-fifth seconding the de- 
m?na, 

The motion to recommit was then de- 
feated by a vote of 103 to 177, the announce- 
ment of the vote being greeted with loud 
applause. The speaker then put the ques- 
tion: “Shall the bill pass?’ and the yeas 
and nays being demanded on this, the roll 
was called amidst the Tost intense interest 
on the floor and in the galleries. 

As the names of the doubtful democrats 
were reached and they voted yea or nay 
applause, cheers and sometimes good na- 
tured banterings followed their votes. 

The greatest applause followed Cockran’s 
vote of “aye” and also Cummings’s nega- 
tive vote and the affirmative vote of Ev- 
erett, of Massachusetts; Geissenhainer, 
of New Jersey; Lockwood, of New York;

Republican applause ereeted the vote in 
the negative of Campbell, Covert, Cum- 
mings, Davey, Geary, Hayes, Hendrix, 
Price, Robertson, Schermerhorn, Sibley, 
Sickles and Sperry. 

When the nameg of Wilson and the speaker 
were called great cheers greeted their an- 
swers of “aye.”’ 

The populists all voted for the bill ex- 
cept Newlands. 

The vote was announced at 6:56 o’clock 
as follows: Yeas, 203; nays, 140. So the 
bill was declared passed with a wild shout 
from the floor and the galleries. ; 

A later and more careful examination of 
the vote showed that 204 had voted for the 
bill, including the speaker. The announce- 
ment Was greeted with cheering and ap- 
plause in the galleries And on the floor, 
which continued until the house adjourned, 

The usual motions to reconsider and to lay 
on the table were made by Wilson and 
were carried and the house then at 5:55 
o'clock adjourned till tomorrow at 12 
o’ clock.

ABANDONING TOBACCO. 


Parmers in the Western Part of North 
Carolina Giving Up the Crop. 


Canton, N. C., February 1.—(Special.)— 
‘Lhe weather during this winter has been 
the most favorable and pleasant in this part 
of the mountain country’ known in many 
years. At no time has it been so cold that 
laborers could not work with comfort, and 
only one light sprinkle of snow Has fallen as 
yet. 

The tobacco crop has been depended on by 
a large per cent of the farmers of the 
western counties of North Carolina as a 
means Of support in the same measure that 
the fleecy staple is grown by the farmers 
of the lower country. The price realized 
for the leaf has been gradually declining 
each year, and has reached such figures 
tnat many are unable to meet the bills for 
the fertilizers used in producing the cro 
to say nothing of the labor, land. tools, etc. 

The tobacco crop is to be abandoned by 
a great many. Recently a circular was is- 
sued and posted and distributed in Madison, 
one of the ‘foremost tobacco counties, 
threatening violence to any one who pre- 
parea for another tobacco crop, or even 
burned a “bed” for plants. With the return 
of grain crops and the production of more 
home supplies, it is thought by most of the 
conservative, thinking men that hard times 
may be almost unknown among the moun- 
tag people whose soil will produce almost 
anyluing necessary for their support. This 
cannot attained so long as tobacco is 
depend on. To demonstrate this, take 
a case in Haywood county of a géod farm- 
er who cultivated one and a half. acres in 
tobacco, used about $600 worth of fertilizers, 
burned three cords of wood in curing, pack- 
ea, drayed and paid freight on the crop to 
the market, and received a check for $i for

CHARGES OF THE JURY FALL FLAT 


An Election Must Be Held to Fill the 
Vacancy Caused by the Death of 
Alderman Pearson. 


Macon, Ga., February 1.—(Special.)—Had 
Captain Sam H. Pearson lived, his term 
‘as alderman would have expired December, 
1895. An election will doubtless be called 
goon to fill the vacancy and there may 
be a hot contest for the place, as the man 
who is chosen from the tirst ward to suc- 
ceed Alderman Pearson will-.have nearly 
two years to serve. There are two factions 
in. municipal politics in this city, and each 
faction will probably have a candidate. 
Next December six new aldermen are to be 
selected who will serve for three years. 
(ff these six aldermen should happen to te 
of the same factional faith as the successor 
of Alderman Pearson, whoever he may be, 
then they can control city affairs next 
year. lt is glaimed by some that no election 
ean be held for a successor to Alderman 
Pearson until after next October, for the 
new charter has repealed all old registration 
laws, and the new charter says no person 
shall be allowed to vote at any city election 
who has not been duly registered. Any per- 
son voting in any such election without 
having registered, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and on conviction shall: be pun- 
ished as presveribed in section 43810 of the 
code of the state. The new charter further 
prescribes that there shall be a board of 
registration for the city, consisting of three 
freeholders of the city, who shall be ap- 
pointed by the mayor and confirmed by the 
council at one of the regular meetings in the 
month of October of each year. There is 
now no such board, for the new charter 
only became a law last November, and next 
October is some distance off. Therefore, 
peopie are asking how can an election be 
held for Alderman Pearson's successor, if 
there is no one to manage the registration 
as the law provides, and a person is forbid- 
den by the law to vote at any city election 
(except for bonds) who has not been duly 
registered. It is held by some that under this 
state or affairs, if the present mayor and 
aldermen were to die or resign, their suc- 
sessors could not be elected until after Oc- 
tober and the city would be without a mu- 
nicipal head and aldermen. It has been sug- 
gested that the bridles ceculd be taken off 
and the election be held without registra- 
tion, but wouldn't all who voted at this 
election be guiltv of a misdemeanor? 

The city attorney has been asked for his 
opinion and he will have to unravel the 
matter. 

Section 20 of the charter reads as 
fullows: “That in case of any vacancy 
among the members of the council, either 
by death, resignation, failure to elect, re- 
moval from office or removal from the city, 
the mayor shall advertise a new election to 
fill the vacancy and ten days notice shall 
be given in the public gazettes of the city. 

Another lnateresting Quesion. 

In addition to the above interesting in- 
quiry of who shall succeed the late Mr. 
Pearson as alderman, is the question, who 
will succeed him as captain of the Macon 
Volunteers? The Volunteers are at present 
Withvut a first lieutenant, Mr. George Baker 
having lately resigned this position. There 
is a disposition on the part of a great many 
to elect Captain Roft Sims to the command, 
and it seems probable that the captaincy 
will be tendered him, though it is not known 
if he will accept it. Mr. Sims is known 
throughout the country as the very efficient 
and popular captain of the world champion 
Southern Cadets. He resigned the captaincy 
of the Cadets about two years ago, and a 
short time since the Cadets disbanded and 
became a part of the Macon Hussars. 

tulsaway’s Cause. 

The county commissioners were engaged 
several hours today invetigating the cnarg- 
es against Mr. Henry B. Callaway, super- 
intendent of the Roft Home, a special pre- 
Sentment which was made by the grand 
jury. The commissioners examined a large 
number of witnesses summoned for -the 
prosecution, but the evidence adduced did 
not sustain the charges.

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SOUTHWESTERN’S EARNINGS. 


It Is Argued That the Road Should 
Stick to the Central. 


Savannah, Ga., February 1.—(Special.)— 
When the Southwestern railroad stockhold- 
ers meet in Macon February 8th, there will 
be some interesting figures presented for 
their consideration. With Receiver Comer’s 
Official report to the United States court 
as a basis, they will show that the South- 
western’s true interests lie in a continuance 
of the present relations. From the elaborate 
report presented by Mr. Comer, they will 
show that the Southwestern’s gross earn- 
ings during the year 1893, were $1,087,628.49, 
while the gross expenses of operation were 
$855,158.22, leaving net earnings for the year 
Of $232,470.27. 

As the total net earnings for the twenty- 
one months the road has been under Mr. 
Comer’s charge were $284,332.56, it is seen that 
in the last nine months of 1892, the net 
earnings were but $57,862.29. During 1893 the 
average net earnings per month were $19,- 
372, while for the nine months of 1892, given 
in the report, the net earnings were but 
$5,762. In other words, the average monthly 
net earnings of the Southwestern railroad 
during the year 1893 were 226 per cent great- 
er than the average monthly net earnings 
for 1892. During the last six months of 1893 
the Southwestern’s net earnings were $242,- 
292.78, monthly average of that half year 
of $40,382. The net earnings for the similar 
months of 1892 were $68,822.70, a monthly 
average of but $11,470, or hardly 30 per Cent 
as much as in 1893. For the same six 
months, July to December inclusive, the ex- 
penditures were over $100,000 greater in 1892 
than in 1893.

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DR. HINKLE GUILTY. 


The Jury Convicts the Father of Mur- 
dering Dr. Worsham. 


RECOMMENDED TO LIFE IMPRISONMENT 


His Wife Breaks Down on the Announce- 
ment of the Verdict—Father and 
Son Go Back to Jail. 


Americus, Ga., February 1.—(Special.)— 
The last day of the eventful Hinkle trial 
opened this morning with Hon. Robert Ber- 
ner before the jury. He continued the 
review of the testimony begun yesterday 
and spoke for over three hours, closing 
with one of the most powerful and effective 
appeals ever heard in this court, a8 Was 
plainly seen from the countenances Of the 
jury. Just before noon Judge Fish began 
the delivery of his charge, which he had 
reduced to writing at the request Of the 
counsel. It occupied nearly an hour and 
was one of the finest and ablest exposi- 
tions of the law ever listened to here. 

The jurors retired at 12:45 o’clock for din- 
ner and at 2 o’clock began the considera- 
tion of the case. Their first ballot was on 
murder in the highest degree without re- 
commendation. Upon this the jury stood 
6 to 6. 

Shortly afterward they took a ballot 
on murder with recommendation to mercy. 
The vote stood 10 to 2. 

The third ballot resulted in a unanimous 
vote for murder, with a recommendation to 
life imprisonment. 

At 3 o’clock the jurors sent out word 
that they had agreed on a verdict. Judge 
Fish was sent for and at 3:30 o’clock he 
caNed the court to order and instructed 
the jury to be brought in. Nobody was 
expecting a verdict so soon and only the law- 
yers, court officers, the priscners and their 
families and a few spectators were present. 
Amid a hush as of death the jury filed in, 
and the judge warned those present against 
any demonstration. 

‘Have you agreed on a verdict?” asked 
Judge Fish. 

‘“‘We have,”’ replied the foreman. 

‘Recieve the verdict, Mr. Solicitor.” 

Colonel Hudson took the indictiaent and 
read: ‘‘We, the jury, find the defendant, J. 
B. Hinkle, guilty, and recommend that he 
be imprisoned in the penitentiary for life. 
Larkin Dupree, foreman.”’ 

Dr. J. B. Hinkle and his son, Albert, heard 
the verdict without the slightest emotion 
or the movement of a muscle, but the cries 
of the heart-broken wife were terrible and 
made the strongest men blanche and shed 
tears. : 

The jury was polled and each proclaimed 
that the verdict was his. The jurors were 
quickly discharged and sympathizing friends 
gathered around the prisoners and their 
wives and tried to console them. Shortly 
afterwards the prisoners were removed 10 
the jail where they have spent the past 
thirteen months. 

Sentence has not yet been passed and a 
motion for a new trial will at once be 
made. No arrangement has been made as 
yet for trying Dr. A. B. Hinkle, and in view 
of today’s verdict, it is not known what 
course will be pursued.

The Tybee Railroad Can Be Restored 
for Less Than the Estimate.

The bondholders of the Tybee railroad will 
hold a meeting tomorrow afternoon for the 
purpose of taking some action with regard 
to disposing of the $40,000 receiver’s certifi- 
eates for the purpose of rebuilding the 
property.

HE WAS NOT INDICTED. 


The Grand Jury of Spalding County 
Failed to Return a True Bill.

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SATOLLTS VISIT 


To Declare That the United States Is 
for Catholicism. 


LECTURER A. T; JONES LAST NIGHT 


The Action of the Pope, He Says, Grows 
Out of the Decision of the Supreme 
Court andthe Laws of Congress. 


The object of Satolli’s visit. as explained 
by Lecturer A. T. Jones, at DeGive’s opera 
house last night, is to declare Catholicism 
the established religion of this coutnry. 

On account of the unexpected nature of 
the declaration, the announcement of the 
speaker created quite a stir in the large 
congregation, which thronged the parquet 
and overlouked the balcony of the spacious 
auditorium. 

As the warrant for his information on the 
subject the speaker stated that the supreme 
court of the United States, in violation 
of the spirit of the constitution, had declar- 
ed this a Christian country. In making this 
decision Catholic authority was cited as the 
basis of the court’s ruling. 

In addition to this, the congress of the 
United States, in connection with the world’s 
fair at Chicago, had assumed the doctrine 
of infallibility, one of the cardinal principles 
of papacy, in attempting to decide which 
was the Sabbath on which the gates of the 
world’s fair should be closed, adopting Sun- 
day by the authority of the Catholic church. 

Since the United States had departed 
from the spirit of the constitution, which 
was the life of the freedom of this country, 
the same power, which could declare this 
country a Christian country, could also by 
the exercise of that identical right, declare 
it a Catholic Christian country. 

In this critical juncture Satolli was sent 
by the pope of Rome to the United States. 
The pope recognized the fact that the coun- 
try by its legislation, and the decision of 
the supreme court, was committed to Cath- 
olicism, and for that reason it was proper 
for Rome to assert her religious possession 
of the country. 

The speaker began his lecture by showing 
that in the beginning, when the constitution 
of the United States was adopted, the church 
— the state were made distinct and sepa- 
rate. 

An amendment was afterwards adopted to 
the effect that no church or religion should 
ever be established in this country and that 
no legislation should be enacted prejudicial 
to religious liberty. 

The declaration of the constitution was 
that every man should worship God ac- 
cording to the _ dictates of his own con- 
science. The doctrine of the church of 
Rome .was that Christian liberty was re- 
stricted to the freedom of worshiping God 
according to a right conscience; and thé 
church herself was to decide the matter. 
The doctrines of the church of Rome were 
altogether antagonistic to the spirit and 
proper interpretation of the constitution of 
the United States. 

In spite of this recognized distinction be- 
tween the church and state, as secured by 
the constitution, the speaker went on to 
Say that congress, for the past nine years, 
in a systematic manner had been supply- 
ing money from the United States’ treas- 
ury in furtherance and _ support of the 
Christian religion; that of the total sum of 
money expended in this way more than 
twice as much went to the Catholic church 
alone than to all of the Protestant church- 
es combined; that a number of Protestant 
churches, seeing that Catholicism had de- 
cidedly the advantage, had recently refused 
to accept the money thus voted on the 
ground that the spirt of the country was be- 
ing invaded and there should be no depend- 
ence between the church and state, in the 
govermental affairs of the country. 

The Catholic church, however, adhering 
to the doctrines of the see of Rome con- 
tinued to derive its appropriations from 
the treasury of the United States for vari- 
ous purposes, entertaining no such scruples 
*n regard to the church and the state. In 
this way the Catholic church had decidedly 
the upper hand; and with the supreme 
court’s decision and the action of the con- 
gress of the United States, with reference 
to the world’s fair, in additional to all this, 
it looke as if the church. of Rome had 
gained a signa! victory over Protestantism, 
and it was high time for the latter to be 


the United States was subverted and the 
country Romanized. 

Ostensibly the mission of Satolli to this 
country was to lend the countenance of the 
Catholic church to the dedication of the 
world’s fair ard the memory of Columbus, 
who discovered this country, in the name of 
that religion. After he arrived, however, 
a dispute between different factions of the 
church furnished a pretext for his remain- 
ing longer in order to settle the difficulty. 
Later on, his stay was made permanent 
in order that he might be on the scene and 
thus hold the key to the situation, making 
good use of his time in urging the Catholics 
to press forward with the congress of the 
United States on one hand and the Catholic 
Bible on the other. This love of the pope 
for the congress of the United States was 
never avowed until the supreme court had 
placed its Catholic interpretation upon the 
constitution. 

The speaker closed with a plea for more 
activity on the part of Protestantism. It 
was time for the Protestants of the country 
to open their eyes and tosee toitthat re- 
ligious liberty.was still preserved in the 
land of their fathers and under the protect- 
ing shadow of the constitution. 

An Adventist Talks. 

“We are looking for the coming of Christ 
pretty soon,” said Mr. C. L. Kilgore, one 
of the Seventh Day Adventists, yesterday. 

“He is coming in the clouds and will 
remain above the earth, but within sight of 
all the inhabitants of the earth. 

‘*There will be all manner of false prophets 
and deceivers of men running to and fro 
upon the earth and satan will himself ap- 
pear on the earth and pretend that he 
is Christ. . 

‘But up there in the clouds will be the 
real Christ and his saints will be gathered 
unto Him crying, ‘O, this is our Lord for 
whom we have waited so long!’ 

“Yes, that is our belief. We believe that 
the end of the world is right at hand and 
that the day of deliverance will soon be 
upon the sons of men.” 

Mr. Kilgore spoke in the most earnest 
manner. His blue eyes fairly beamed with 
enthusiasm while he talked about it. He 
was talking nothing more than what is 
preached by the missionaries of this re- 
ligious denomination. ts 

The Southern Missionary Institute of 
Seventh Day Adventists is the name given 
the organized division of this denomination 
south of the Ohio river. The convention, 
or conference, of this division has been 
in progress here in Atlanta for many days, 
Since December 22d of the old year. 

It is now breaking up and the delegates 
are returning to their homes on every train. 
Mr. Kilgore was seen while arranging for 
transportation for the delegates yesterday. 
it was a strange kind of conference, lasting 
so long. But it is the way of the Seventh 
Day Adventists. They move quietly anu 
hold their conferences here and there with 
no ostentation whatever and come and go 
while the conference lasts. They have no 

particular place for meeting at these con- 
ferences. The purpose is to get their heads 
together every day or two and study how 
to spread their -eligious faith among men. 

The head of the southern division of 
the institute is Mr. R. M. Kilgore, of Grays- 
ville, Tenn. He has been in attendance 
upon the conference in Atlanta. There was 
a full attendance and it would perhaps sur- 
prise the average outsider to know that 
this conference was attended by delegates 
all the southern states: some from 
usiana and Texas, some from Virginia 
and a great many from Florida and Ten- 
nessee.

Yesterday the debate on the Wilson 
tariff bill was finally closed in the house 
by Reed in behalf of the MeNRinleyites, 
and by Speaker Crisp and Chairman Wil- 
son in bebalf of the democrats, and the 
bill was voted on and passed the house. 

This event carries the measure to the 
senate, and though that body is a slow-

At this juncture, prompt action on the 
part of the senate is only less necessary 
than tariff reform itself. While it is

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~The Income Tax Victory. 
While the Wilson tariff bill is not sat- 


“isfactory in al’ of its details, the demo- 


cratic masses feel that the income tax 
feature inserted by the house, compen- 
sates them for many deficiencies, 

The democrats in the house have taken 
a long step forward on the highway of 
reform in adopting the income tax as 
an essential item in the new tariff sched- 
ule. In the south and west the rank 
and file of the party solidly endorse this 
tax, and in the eust the opposition is 
mainly confined to a few untaxed bond- 
holders. 

A measure so thoroughly just and 
equitable cannot fail to receive the 
hearty sanction of the American peo- 
ple. It will meet the expected deficit 
in our revenues, and will lighten the 
burden of taxation heretofore borne by 
the wage workers and consumers. For 
the first time in a generation the classes 
who have been euriched by the favor- 
itism of the government will be called 
upon to bear their just and proportion- 
ate share of the public expenses. This 
is as it should be. Every argument ad- 
vanced against the income tax has been 
sifted, and has been found wanting. 
The tax has been called inquisitorial. 
So are the customs and internal revenue 
taxes. It has been said that it will 
tempt rich men to commit perjury, but 
in reply it has been shown that the poor 
taxpayers have to face the same temp- 
tation and do not yield to it. If they 
do they know the penalty of perjury. 

The passage of the Wilson bill in the 
house is a signal victory for the sturdy 
democrats who have devoted their best 
energies to the cause of tariff reform. 
It is now apparent that it was wise to 
incorporate the income tax in the tariff 
bill instead of bringing it up as a sep- 
arate measure. If it passes the senate 
the only way to defeat it will be to veto 


the motive power, and organization fur- 
nishes the machinery by means of which 
the motive power is made available and 
without which’ it would have no force 
whatever. 

Consequently the attacks that have 
been made against the “machine,” or 
the organization in New York, and the 
campaign that & directed against it 
from Washington are in reality aimed 
at the party and at the principles be- 
hind the party. Every defeat of the 
organization in New York or elsewhere 
is a defeat for the democrats and a vie- 
tory for the republicans. When Colonel

One of the Results. 

The result of the recent congressional 
elections in New York city is not by 
any means encouraging. In the four- 
teenth district, where. Colonel William 
L. Brown, the democratic candidate, 
was defeated, the republicans made a 
net gain of nearly ten thousand votes. 
In the fifteenth district, where Isadore 
Straus was elected, the republicans 
made a net gain of over seven thousand 
votes. 

In other words, in the two districts, 
about seventeen thousand democrats 
stayed at home, refusing to go to the 
polis. 

There is a healthy moral to be found 
in this result, and it is one that the peo- 
ple everywhere ought to profit by. It 
shows, above all things, the strength 
and power of organization as a politi- 
cal factor, and the necessity of develop- 
ing and maintaining it. 

We have said that while the result in 
the New York elections was far from 
encouraging, it was not altogether un- 
expected. It is hardly to be supposed 
that our readers have shut their eyes to 
the nature, the purpose and the extent 
of the attacks that have been made on 
the democratic organization in New 
York. These attacks, originating with 
the republican corruptionists, who are 
anxious to secure control of the metropo- 
lis, have been joined in by mugwumps 
and pretended democrats, -and these ef- 
forts have received the aid and sympa- 
thy of certain southern editors who 
deem it necessary to their well being to 
affiliate with the mugwump wing of the 
democracy.

When Congress Should Meet. 


The Baltimore American protests 
against having a new congress meet in 
December, thirteen months after the 
members have been elected to represent 
the prevailing public sentiment of the 
country. 

As our contemporary remarks, this is 
not a partisan matter. The second ses- 
sion of every congress begins after the 
people have elected its successor and 
perhaps repudiated its policy. The 
American says: 

The legislation begun by it during its first 
session, and which is indicative of the pol- 
icy of the government, may have been, and 
very often is, repudiated by the country; 
and yet this congress must continue on pre- 
cisely the same lines or subject itself to 
the charge of political inconsistency. It is 
difficult to conceive of a more ridiculous 
farce than this; and yet it has been re- 
peated a number of times in recent years. 
After the election of President Harrison 
when a new congress was ready for the 
work with which the people had entrusted 
it, this farce was gone through, and it was 
repeated after the last election’of Presi- 
dent Cleveland, when a new congress, 
fresh from the people, was awaiting to car- 
ry out the popular will. In reality, it has 
been the rule rather than the exception 
of late years, and will probably continue 


to be. 
Undoubtedly, the new congress should 


meet on the 4th of March, the date of 
the inauguration. This would be four 
months after the election, and in that 
time all the excitement resulting from 
the change would have subsided. The 
representatives would be fresh from 
their constituents, familiar with their 
wishes, and they would begin their work 
with more zeal and energy than they 
now display when they come together 
more than a year after their election. 
During the present administration we 
have felt the incenvenjence of delay, 
and there is a general desire on the 
part of the people to expedite legisla- 
tion. There is no reason why a hew 
administration should wait thirteen 
months before it gets fairly to work.

According to that body there is too much 
readiness to file damage suits against cor- 
porations. Lawyers and litigants, if that 
body is to be believed, are continually 
watching to get in their work and make 
some cause of complaint in order to mulct 
these concerns in big damages. This thing 
has grown into a scandal in Fulton county. 
There are professional attendants who 
make up these cases, und there is a certain 
class of men who are ready upon the slight- 
est provocation to enter suit for damages 
more or less imaginary. Both of these 
classes are sharply arraigned by the Ful- 
ton grand jury, and these presentments 
will be endorsed al? over the state. The 
readiness with which corporations or busi- 
ness concerns are thrown into the courts 
and plunged into the hands of receivers is 
also a theme of the excellent presentments 
of the Fulton grand sury. This is another 
abuse of legal power. There is an eager- 
ness on the part of some lawyers and cred- 
itors to bring property into court, wreck 
its business and ruin its eredit. This mat- 
ter needs attention; and the grard jury has 
criticised it very emphatically. There is a 
good deal of sense in all this. Legitimate 
law practice and sound business methods 
are violated by these abuses. Now let us 
see how the grand jury proposes té reme- 
dy all this. 


Thomasville Times: It has been the re- 
proach of the Atlanta bar for years that 
there were a number of lawyers in that 
city who have not been living up to the 
ethics of the profession.

In the Hill case yesterday it was a day of 
surprises, as well as of interest, and the 
sensational features were as much in the 
directions given the case by one side or the 
other ‘as in the testimony of the several 
witnesses that were examined. All day 
jong, until the defense closed at a short 
while after 3 o'clock in the afternoon, the 
direct and cross-examinations were followed 
closely and invariably by the redirect and 
the recross, while the testimony of witness- 
es in rebuttal merely preceded those thut 
were to come in sir-rebuttal. 

Witnesses were introduced, reintroduced 
and excused, but only to be recalled and 
again cross-questioned. This monotonous 
proceeding resulted in reiteration—a reiter- 
ation that the audience, in many instances, 
was ready to listen to, Throughout the day 
the legal sparring between the attorneys 
was kept up also without cessation, 

When court was called to order in the 
morning, Colonel N. J. Hammond said that 
he would read the letter received by Col- 
one!

Reading section 579 of ‘‘Bishep on Criminal 
Lew,’ Mr. Arnold backed up this argument 
with the entire text of tne passage, a clause 
of which states, “that persons offerded 
against have no pardoning power, and forg- 
ery when once committed stands as a torg- 
ery, no matter how willing to pardon the 
party offended against might be, wend no 
monn if the forgery is ratified by the ol- 
tenaed,”* 

“Now,” said Mr. Arnold, turning to the 
jury, “‘the object of our investigation is to 
arrive at the facts in this case, und apply 
the law to them. The criminal acts charge 
Harry Hiil with fraudulentiy sisting the 
name of Mrs. Porter. The ltirst witness 1s 
Mrs. Porter herself, who swears positively 
that she did not sign her name thereto. She 
swears that she has never ratified the sign- 
ing. In reply to this the defendant comes 
along with pitiful plea and says she did not 
Sign it; ‘l have no evidence to back such a 
claim,’ oh, no she did not sign it, but 1 did 
for her and with her authority.” He says 
she gave him general authority to sign any 
paper connected with the business of the 
Willson Whisky Company. 

“Why, gentlemen of the jury, this is a 
ridiculous thing to say, and chere is no 
common sense and no evidence 10 back it 
up. Now think about it just a minute. 
What kind of a person is Harry Flill for a 
person to give general authority io sign 
their names to any and all papers.

By this time the vast tree- 
less districts of the Argentine republic and 
Brazil had opened a sharp demand fo1 
southern yellow pine, and Great Britain 
and the European continent learned that it 
ranked along with oak and the rare woods 
for Indgor finishing. Then the price oj 
these lands commenced to advance.

THE EFFECT OF THE EXPOSITION 


The Office Is Now in Charge of Mr. J. D 
Stocker, a White Democrat, Who 
Takes the Place of Wimbish. 


There is no reason why Atlanta’s port of 
entry should not be equally as prominent, 
in the quantity of business transacted at 
this point, as that of any inland city of 
the country. 

Charleston and Savannah and the other 
points along the coast,,.which have the ge- 
ographical advantage, are, of course, be- 
yond the pale of competition. But Atlanta 
ought to be able to hold her own with 
those cities which are not so favored with 
an ocean front and which have no imme- 
diate communication with the great deep. 

Mr. John LD. Gtocker, the surveyer of 
customs, is ffow in charge of that depart- 
ment at the custom house, and during the 
last few weeks, since he has been in office, 
he has shown himself to be a very worthy 
and efficient man. 

Mr. Stocker’s Plan. 

Mr. Stocker, since entering upon the 
discharge of his duties, has made a steady 
effort to increase the business of the office 
for the benefit of Atlanta, ~ 

The office is to be enlarged by importa- 
tions received directly at this port, instead 
of indirectly through New York and other 
points of entry along the coast. 

“At present,” ,said Mr. Stocker, “the 
office does not pay a great deal, but I have 
strong hopes of prevailing upon the mer- 
chants and importers of the city to order 
their goods directly through this port.’ 

“Have 
direction?” the question was asked. 

“Oh, yes, though I have been in office 
for too short a while to realize any practi- 
cal results from the efforts which i have 
made in this direction.” 

Mr. Stocker is in touch with nearly all 
the merchants of the city and his influence 
with them will no doubt bring about a more 
liberal patronage of thé o%fice, as soon as 
the present change in the administration 
of that department is fully recognized. 

One reason, no doubt, why the port of 
entry at this point has not been largely 
patronized by the importers of the city is 
due to the fact that a colored individual 
has béen the occupant of that office and 
all matters relating to importation have 
had to pass through his hands and under 
his supervision. 

This objection to the port of entry at 
this place is now removed by the appoint- 
ment of a white democrat to that position, 
and the revenue of that office will no doubt 
be larger in the future than ever before 
in Atlanta’s history. 

Effect of the Exposition. 


“The proposed exposition next year,” 
said a prominent official at the custom 
house, “ought to be a good thing for At- 
lanta’s port of entry.” 

“In what way?’ 

“Why, eimnony for the reason that goods 
will be shipped to this point from all parts 
of the world, If the exposition is an inter- 
national affair it will certainly bring At- 
lan*a into prominence as a ‘point of desti- 
nation, with reference to all the countries 
of Europe and the old world. The office 
of surveyor of the customs is a good one 
at any time, but about a year and a half 
from now, if the exposition is a go, it will 
be decidedly the best paying office in the 
building.”’ 

Mr. Stocker may be found in his office, 
at any time of the day, closely engaged at 
his work. His office is directly across from 
that of the clerk of the United States 
court on the third floor of the building.

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LOOKING FOR GOLD. 


Some Atlanta Men Secure a Mine ip 
Cherokee County. 


BELIEVE THEY HAVE A BONANZA 


But Will Not Talk Much About It—W hat 
Engineer Ben Ha)l Says—Looks for 8 
Revival in Gold Mining. 


It looks as if there would be a decided 
revival of gold interests in Georgia. 

For some time the indications have point- 
ed that way and a number of influences 
have been quietly at work reaching out for 
valuable properties. The latest movernent 
of this kind comes in the shape of a 
scheme which has been set on foot by a lot 
of Atlanta men. 

This is a project to purchase what is 
known as the Rudisill mine in Cherokce 
county. 

The Rudisill mine is within a few miles 
of the Franklin mine, which is said to be 
paying very handsome profits to its own- 
ers, who are northern capitalists, and who 
are, by the way, conducting their opera- 
tions quietly and not letting the outside 
world know of what they are doing. 

In the old days when there was a great 
deal of mining in Georgia, the Rudisill 
mine was considered a valuable piece of 
property and among the old miners there 
were many stories told of finds there. Since 
the war, however, there has been nothing 
done on it. 

There has never been any attempt at deep 
mining there and mining experts who have 
made a study of the subject say that that 
new movement in Georgia will be on this 
line. In fact there unquestionably are great 
possibilities fromi deep mining in Georgia. 

They Came Back Enthasiastic. 

A few days ago a number of 
well4known Atlanta nven, among 
them Mr. J. P. Averill, Mr. Charley 
Thorn, Mr. Joe Orme, Mr. Tom Erwin, 
Mr. John A. Owens, Mr. Ben Halli, the 
mining engineer, and others went up to 
Cherokee county to inspect this p@ce of 
property upon which it is said they have 
secured an option from Mr. B. W. Walker, 
who owns it. They came back thoroughly 
enthused over what they saw. As one mem- 
ber of the party who has seen a good deal 
of gold mining in the west put it: 

“] don’t care to tell you all about what 
we found, but. I will say this, that I have 
seen 20,000 people drawn to a place in the 
west by a showing that could not begin to 
compare with that made up there the other 
day.”’ 

And as he spoke he pulled out a bottle 
containing a lot of the valuable stuff. 

Mr. Ben Hall, who is very conservative, 
said yesterday when asked about this latest 
gold project: “I went up at the instance 
of these gentlemen and Ii found that the 
gold as shown up preved conclusively the 
presence of a vein in the immediate vicini- 
ty. The gold was ragged and the gravel 
in which it occurs is simply fractured 
quartz. I have made quite an extensive 
study of the gold-bearing properties of the 
state for the last twelve or fifteen years 
and I have always said if the same show- 
ing was made in the west or if this prop- 
erty was picked up and placed the other 
side of the Mississippi river, you would see 
the biggest rush fur it you have seen in 
recent years.”’ 

“Why is it, then, there has not been ‘that 
rush for Georgia?’ 4 

“Well,” he said, laughing, ‘‘Il cam see 
no reason, but our weather is good and 
we have no Indians to kill. And then, of 
course, it is the additional reason the 
property here would all have to be pur- 
chased and claims cannot be made like in 
the west. I know that there is a great 
deal of gold in Georgia and that it can 
be found in paying quantities. Of course, 
as to this particular place you asK me about, 
as I told the gentlemen the other day, the 
only way to determine whether there is a 
good vein there is to sink a shaft. 1 con- 
sider that the evidences of the vein are 
amply sufficient to warrant the expenditure 
of a good deal of money in prospecting. 
Of course, there is risk in gold mining, but 
if you do hit it the returns are so great 
that the risk is nothing.”’ 

They Will Not Talk. 

Mr. Charley: Thorn, who is one of the 
leading spirits in this movement, refused to 
go into aetails about the visit of the <At- 
lanta party to Cherokee, which was made 
on the quiet. Nor would he teil what they 


found. 

“It is enough to say that all of us are 
more than satisfied,” said he. ‘“‘All believe 
we have a good thing and we propose to 
see what’s in it. We're willing to take the 
risk and if we hit it we'll show you some 
brown stone fronts on Peachtree that will 
throw the others in the shade.
